Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act,  I  have  the  honour  to 
submit  the  forty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  The  Fire  Commissioner  for  the  calendar 
year  1963.

A  further  reduction  in  loss  of  life  continues  this  favourable  trend  begun 
last  year,  nevertheless,  a  public  information  program  on  the  dangers  of  fire 
is  still  necessary.  More  fires  have  been  recorded  but  the  overall  total 
property  loss  shows  a  decrease.  Greater  attention  must  be  given  to  resi¬ 
dential  fire  prevention  practises  where  high  property  losses  as  well  as  life 
losses  occur.  Retail  store  losses  are  higher  and  this  class  of  property 
should  receive  more  frequent  fire  inspections  and  careful  insurance  under¬ 
writing. 

(2)  The  property  loss  exceeded  one  quarter  million  dollars  in  only  one  fire, 
that  being  at  the  Brazeau  dam  site,  however,  losses  exceeding  $10,000 
numbered  178  as  compared  with  131  for  the  previous  year.  As  usual  the 
total  loss  from  the  relatively  few  fires  made  up  2/3  of  the  total  fire  loss. 
DWELLINGS,  both  rural  and  urban,  were  destroyed  to  the  value  of  2 
million  dollars.  Next  in  order  of  property  class  losses  were  RETAIL 
STORES,  PROPERTY  other  than  BUILDINGS,  MISCELLANEOUS 
NON  MANUFACTURING,  METAL  WORKERS  and  GARAGES,  OIL 
RISKS,  OIL  TANKS,  etc.  and  FARM  PROPERTY  other  than  FARM 
DWELLINGS. 

A  good  fire  loss  record  has  been  maintained  in  HOSPITALS,  MINING 
PROPERTIES,  SCHOOLS,  FOOD  PLANTS  and  DISTILLERIES,  WOOD¬ 
WORKERS,  SAW  and  SHINGLE  MILLS. 

(3)  Leading  causes  of  fire  continue  in  this  order:  SMOKERS’  CARELESS¬ 
NESS,  ELECTRICITY,  PETROLEUM  and  its  PRODUCTS,  STOVES, 
FURNACES,  BOILERS  and  their  PIPES.  In  order  of  highest  losses  per 
cause,  we  record:  (1)  electricity;  (2)  stoves,  furnaces,  boilers;  (3)  pe¬ 
troleum  and  its  products.  This  year  we  have  a  Table  7A  classifying  losses 
caused  from  heating  equipment  as  to  type  of  unit  and  type  of  fuel  used.

In  view  of  the  frequent  failure  of  heating  equipment,  and  electrical  equip¬ 
ment,  fire  waste  could  be  greatly  reduced  by  more  widespread  use  of 
automatic  detection  and  extinguishing  equipment. 

(4)  The  investigation  of  suspicious  fires  has  required  more  time  and  the 
number  of  incendiary  and  suspected  incendiary  fires  has  increased.  Sum¬ 
mary  of  details  of  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  office  operations  is  shown  in 
Table  13.  Table  11  has  been  revised  to  show  the  inspections  and  fire 
losses  in  all  county,  municipal  and  special  areas  of  the  province  including 
losses  in  cities,  towns  and  villages  as  was  previously  shown. 

(5)  There  were  no  amendments  to  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  nor  to  The  Light¬ 
ning  Rod  Act  during  1963. 

(6)  The  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  Deputy  Fire  Commissioner  attended  the 
annual  Association  of  Canadian  Fire  Marshals  meeting  at  Waskesieu, 
Saskatchewan.  The  Fire  Commissioner  was  a  delegate  to  the  N.F.P.A. 
meeting  in  Portland,  Oregon.  He  also  participated  in  the  Provincial  Fire 
Chiefs  meeting  at  Lacombe,  the  Emergency  Measures  Fire  Council  in 
Ottawa  and  the  Associate  Committee  meetings  of  the  National  Building 
Code.  The  Fire  Commissioner’s  office  has  continued  to  work  with  the 
Alberta  Emergency  Measures  Organization.  Over  the  past  year  following 
up  on  the  Emergency  Fire  Services  planning,  Chief  Fire  Officers  for 
mobile  fire  columns  were  named  and  one  Chief  Fire  Officers’  and  ten 
regional  meetings  held  to  further  this  planning. 

(7)  The  province  gained  international  recognition  for  Fire  Prevention  Week 
activities  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year.  Stony  Plain  placed  first  in  its 
Canadian  population  class.  Fire  Officers’  Schools,  offering  four  complete 
weeks  of  instruction,  were  attended  by  130  fire  officers.  The  Murray 
Bedard  memorial  proficiency  shields  were  presented  to  the  winning  teams 
following  six  regional  competitions  conducted  at  Stony  Plain,  Red  Deer, 
Vulcan,  Two  Hills,  Grimshaw  and  Bowness. 

(8)  A  first  rural  fire  protection  conference  was  held  at  Red  Deer  in  March, 
1963  to  study  rural  fire  protection  and  fire  prevention  problems.  A  com¬ 
mittee  was  set  up  to  organize  an  Alberta  Fire  Protection  Association  in 
which  rural  fire  protection  organizations  could  be  organizing  members. 

(9)  During  1963,  a  regular  system  of  monthly  arson  crime  reporting  has  been 
operating  with  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  The  system  has  been 
worked  out  in  co-operation  with  all  police  and  fire  authorities  having  the 
Fire  Commissioner’s  office  as  the  provincial  clearing  point  to  co-ordinate 
the  reporting.  Also  a  system  of  reporting  on  movement  of  arsonists  and 
quick  exchange  of  information  on  activities  of  arson  has  also  been  estab¬ 
lished  with  the  RCMP  through  its  Identification  Branch. 

(10)  Finally  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  prompt,  courteous  and  faithful  dis¬ 
charge  of  duties  by  members  of  staff  has  made  possible  the  maximum  of 
service  to  the  public.  Municipal  fire  departments  are  increasing  fire 
inspection  duties  and  all  police  and  fire  inspection  bureaus  are  active  in 
fire  investigations.  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  and  ready  co-operation  of  the  RCMP,  the  Fire  Underwriters 
Investigation  Bureau  and  the  continued  support  of  municipal  councils, 
insurance  company  inspectors  and  insurance  adjusters.  We  seek  in  par¬ 
ticular  still  further  interest  and  activity  of  all  individuals  and  organizations 
with  the  view  to  reducing  Alberta’s  fire  waste.

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FIRE  COMMISSIONERS  OFFICE 


SERVICES 


The  Provincial  Secretary’s  Department  maintains  district  offices  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner’s  Branch,  located  at  Calgary,  Lethbridge  and  Peace  River.  There  is 
one  resident  Inspector  at  Lethbridge  and  at  Peace  River  and  two  Inspectors  and  a 
male  clerk  stenographer  at  Calgary.  The  remaining  staff,  which  includes  the  Fire 
Commissioner,  Deputy  Fire  Commissioner,  seven  Inspectors  and  four  clerical  staff,  are 
located  at  the  Edmonton  headquarters  office,  412  Legislative  Building.  The 
province  is  divided  into  nine  districts  to  which  an  Inspector  is  assigned  for  routine 
inspections,  investigations  and  for  fire  protection  and  fire  prevention  meetings.  The 
Edmonton  Office  receives  all  special  requests  for  investigations,  inspections,  special 
meetings  and  requests  for  fire  department  assistance.  The  Edmonton  Office  has  a 
major  program  for  plan  checking  of  schools,  hospitals  and  hotels  and  miscellaneous 
types  of  buildings.  The  office  also  renders  assistance  to  fire  chiefs  in  the  program 
of  regional  fire  department  proficiency  competitions  and  the  department  provides 
prizes  and  presents  proficiency  award  shields.  The  Edmonton  Office  also  arranges 
for  all  fire  prevention  work  with  other  provincial  and  federal  government  depart¬ 
ments. 


A  public  fire  prevention  education  program  is  conducted  through  meetings, 
film  showings  and  special  fire  prevention  drives,  the  major  project  being  an  annual 
Fire  Prevention  Week  campaign. 

The  Fire  Commissioner’s  Office  provides  fire  protection  advice  and  assistance 
to  cities,  towns,  villages  and  rural  districts,  also  for  industry  and  institutions,  with 
a  purpose  of  developing  adequate  fire  department  organizations  and  fire  protection 
facilities. 

The  fire  fighting  training  work  which  is  continually  growing  more  extensive 
is  two-fold.  First,  assistance  is  given  to  fire  chiefs  in  their  communities;  regular  fire 
department  meetings  are  attended  whenever  possible  and  fire  fighting  instruction  is 
given  by  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  Office  to  fire  chiefs  who  request  it.  Secondly,  Fire 
Officers’  Training  Schools  are  conducted  by  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  Office  at  the 
government  colleges  of  agriculture  as  a  provincial  fire  fighting  training  program. 

Alberta  Emergency  Measures  Organization  is  outlined  in  an  Alberta  Survival 
Plan  Number  One.  Within  the  plan  the  Provincial  Secretary’s  Department  has  been 
given  two  responsibilities,  one  of  which  involves  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff 
as  follows:  organization  of  municipal  fire  fighting  services,  and  control  over  and 
direction  of  these  services  in  wartime,  except  in  damaged  or  heavy  fallout  areas, 
where  fire  fighting  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the  army  as  part  of  re-entry  opera¬ 
tions. 


Fire  waste  is  a  major  threat  to  life  and  property  but  even  so  fire  disasters  can 
be  prevented  by  trained  and  well  equiped  fire  services,  by  dissemination  of  pertinent 
information,  by  frequent  and  though  inspections,  by  use  of  specialized  equipment,  and 
by  organized  preparation.  To  assist  in  preparing  for  emergency  measures,  the  Fire 
Commisioner’s  Office  maintains  a  municipal  fire  department  summary  of  fire  protection 
resources,  encourages  adoption  of  fire  prevention  by-laws,  works  for  extension  of  or¬ 
ganized  fire  protection  and  has,  in  all,  a  close  working  arrangement  with  all  fire  de¬ 
partments  through  the  provisions  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act. 
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
